Launay, the Italian Ambassador here, whose 
task in behalf of Italy was a difficult one. 
The new alliance is based upon three trea- 
ties, the new one being between Austria and 
Italy. It is probable that the German-Italian 
treaty will be published, but the Austro-Ital- 
lan treaty will remain secret. It is reported 
that the latter doesnot take the form a regular 
treaty yet, being only established by a diplo- 
matic interchange of views. 

It is rumored that the German Government 
has promised to influence German financiers 
to assist Italy in her financial difficulties as 
an inducement for her to adhere to the Drei- 
bund. The formal adherence of England 18 
out of the question, but her tacit support is 
recognized as extremely valuable, as in the 
eventof war in Europe, the Oentral pow- 
ers would be dependent upon the British 
Colonies and America for corn and meat, the 
fieets of the Dreibund being too small to cope 
with the allied fleets of France and Russia. 

The Rome Osservatore Romano (Papal) 
strongly condemns the Driebund as calcu- 
lated to disturb the public mind rather than 
to secure the maintenance of peace. Con- 
tinuing, the paper denounces the tri-partite 
compact as guaranteeing to Free Masonry 
the violent possession of Rome and making

DOLGOROUKOFF DEAD. 


THE ONCE CONFIDENTIAL FRIEND OF THE CZAR 
DIES IN PARIS. 

Paris, July 2.—Prinee Dolgoroukof, re- 
cently Governor of Moscow, diedin this city 
yesterday evening. Prince Dolgoroukoff was 
until recently the Ozar’s intimate-and confi- 
dential friend and represented the Ozar with 
pomp Anbagpuxgeantsy, siving wYrilliant Dalis 
and dinners, Which it was said would have 
required the purse of fortunes tokeepup for 
any length of time. 

Moscow had always deen Known asa city 
where the Jews were better treated than in 
any ot the other large cities of the Russian 
Empire, and to the Jews, it has been an- 
nounced, Prince Dolgoroukoff turned for 
financial aid, and the Jews in return for the 
kind treatment they received poured many 
roubles into the coffers of Prince Dolgo- 
roukoff. To these free gifts from the Jews 
loans succeeded in due course of time, and it 
transpired in February last the Vice-Regal 
Court of Moscow, presided over by Prince 
Dolgoroukoff, was overwhelmed with debt 
tothe wealthy Jews of Moscow and else- 
where. 

Affairs seem to have reached a climax 
when, owing possibly to his leniency due to 
the fact that he owed the Jews so much 
money, Prince Dolgoroukoff instead of exer- 
cising severity against the Jews, allowed 
them to construct a bath near the Cathedral 
of Moscow. The Ozar’s indignation at this 
action upon the part of his confidential 
friend, the Governor of Moscow, is said to 
have been boundless, and Prince Dolgour- 
koff’s enemies are said not to have been 
slow in taking advantage of the Czar’s 
change of feeling towards the Prince and 
s0me time later explanations were demanded 
of Prince Dolgoroukoff. These explanations 
do not seem to have satisfied the Czar, for 
shortly afterwards Prince Dolgoroukoff was 
relieved of his duties as Governor of Moscow, 
and the Grand Duke Sergius, brother of the 
Czar, was appointed Governor of Moscow in 
placs of the disgraced Prince. The latter 
seems to have left Russia some time later and 
to have died, practically in exile, in Paris, as 
announced to-day.

CAHENSLEY’S PROJECT. 


REASONS GIVEN FOR ITS REJECTION BY THE 
POPE. 

Roms, July 2.—The Pope, before passing 
upon the peti : ley, caused 
among ecoclésiasticals 
with the interests of the Catholic Church in 
America. The opinions almost universally 
expressed were that to comply with the peti- 
tion, especially as to the appointment of 
Bishops on the ground of race would be to 
create a strong public sentiment in America, 
adverse to the church. It was denied tha 
there was any general falling off from the 
church among Catholic emigrants, or that 
the institutions of the republic were hostile 
to the Catholic faith. These arguments 
seemed to have made an impression on the 
Pope, the result being the rejection of M. 
Cahensley’s elaborate petition and plan. 


GENERAL FOREIGN. 


FREXCH MOVEMENTS IN MEKONG VALLEY— 
FLOODS IN GERMANY. 
VIENNA, July 2.—The French movement in 


English and German influences. Should 
France be permitted to keep possession of 
the territory claimed asa part of the Anna- 
mite kingdom the terminus of the projected 
railway from Bangkok to the Mekong Valley 
would be in French hands. The contract 
for the building of the raulroad is held by 
German capitalists, who would hardly care 
to carry the work to completion with 
the idea simply of benefiting France. It is 
recognized that the boundaries of Siam are 
all defined, but the Mekong Valley has never 
been treated by any possibility as part ot the 
French possessions, and it is said that force 
will be used if necessary, to prevent a French 
usurpation. 


FLOODS IN GERMANY. 

BERLIN, July 2.—The damage wrought in 
Germany by the floods ts far greater than was 
originally supposed. In the valley of the 
Rhine the streams generally overflowed their 
banks and carried destruction to many vine- 
yards, besides overtaking and drowning many 
fugitives who lingered in their flight from the 
pursuing element. The cost of the destruc- 
tion is difficult to estimate, but it will cer- 
tainly take yearsto restore entirely the de- 
vastated places. In Selicia and Westphalia 
the storm was alsoappalling. As a result of 
the storm, in connection with the Italian 
earthquakes, there is a strong feeling among 
the superstitious that something is impend- 
ing over Europe, and some go so far even as 
to say that the end of the world is approach- 
ing. 


AMERICAN AUTOGRAPHS. 

LONDON, July 2.—At the auction sale of Dr. 
Raffier’s collection of American autographs 
a folio containing a full set of the signatures 
of the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, of which only twenty-two sets are 
known to exist, fetched $4,250, A folio of let- 
ters written by notabilities who were promi- 
nent at the time of the war of Independence 
was sold for $5,200. A collection of autographs 
of literary and political personages was 
knocked down for $1,485. The collection was, 
in the main, purchased by dealers on orders 
from the United States. 8

CONDEMNED. 10 DIE, 


Four Murderers Awaiting the Fatal 
Electric Shock at Sing Sing. 


WARDEN BROWN’S PREPARATIONS FOR 
THE WHOSESALE EXECUTION. 


The Men and Their Crimes—Clearing Up a 
Murder Mystery in Alabama—A New 
York Boodler Promises a Sensation— 
Supposed to Be Counterfeiters—Other 
Offenders. 


ALBANY, N. T., July 2.—‘‘It is just possible 
that I may not execute anybody next week. 
The speaker was Warden Brown of Sing Sing 
prison and he was standing in the office of 
the Superintendent of Prisons at the Capitol. 
He had been asked how the preparations for 
the execution of the six murderers was going 
on and he was answering it. Tou see it is 
more than possible a stay may be asked for 
and granted to produce new evidence, still 
there may be some sensible judges who, after 
this delay, may not grant it, and in that case 
some of the convicted men will have to 
die.“ 

Mr. Brown talked as nonchalantly as if he 
were going to be the man at a wedding in 
stead of the manager of a wholesale slaugh - 
ter. In response to further queries he said 
that everything wasin readiness and he an- 
ticipated no hitch. He admitted that, as it 
was only the second trial of electrocution, 
there was still a novelty about itgnd a break 
of some kind might be made, but he said the 
greatest care would be taken that all the 
apparatus was in the best of condition. The 
correspondent interviewing the warden said: 

Woll, you are going to have newspaper 
men in at the execution?’’ 

Not one, he replied calmly. ‘‘I shall be 
personally acquainted with every witness 
and I have already refused both press associ- 
ations, the WORLD, the Times and the Herald 
admittance. The law shall be implicitly 
obeyed and no newspaper reports shall come 
from the inside of my prison walls. The in- 
formation which the lawaliows shall be given 
and that is all.’’

‘Secretary Foster Makes a New Depar-

‘SYSTEM ADOPTED IN MAKING UP THE 
PUBLIC DEBT STATEMENT. 


Providing Means to Bulge the Surplus— 
Appointments Made by the President— 
Penions Granted Missouri and Illinois

Heretofore the manner and make-up of the 
monthly statement required the showing of 
an increase or decrease in the public debt. 
Under this form it has happened on several 


were made the statement following would 
show an increase of the public debt, when a 
reduction had really been effected. This was 
owing to the fact that the principal and pre- 
mium paid for bonds reduced the cash on 
hand beyond the amount of bonds actually 
redeemed. The Secretary has concluded, 
after much thought on the subject, to separ- 
ate the statement of the debt from the state- 
ment of the cash in the treasury. 

Hereafter the statement of the cash on 
hand will show the net increase or decrease 
from month to month, and this statement 
will be a part of the form now adopted. 

In making up the new statement of cash in 
the Treasury, the figures will plafnly show 
the different kinds of money included in the 
total. Against this total will be stated the 
cash liabilities, These items have been elim- 
inated. The Secretary holds that if accrued 
interest may be charged as a Mability against 
cash, then with equal propriety accrued sal - 
aries can be charged, or in like manner the 
accrued liability for the construction of pub- 
lic buildings or for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors. 

The matured debt itemis made up of the 
rempantof bonds and other forms of m- 
debtedness remaining unpaid from the foun- 
dation of the Government. It is assumed 
that less than 2% per cent of these will ever 
be presented for payment. They are now as 
heretofore carried on the debt statement, 
but not as a ability against cash. 

The Secretary also calls attention to the 
items of Hability against the cash in the 
Treasury, composed, first, ot the 8 per cent 
fund held for the redemption of the uncur- 
rent national bank notes, which sum can 
only be reduced by the retirement of national 
bank circulation. The Secretary thinks this 
amount ought by law to be covered into the 


ry as was done recently with 
the funds for the redemption of 
fafied and retired national banks. 
The probability is that this 


year, instead of being reduced. Second, the 
item of outstanding checks and drafts, which 
rarely ever falls below $5,000,000. Third, dis- 
bursing Officers’ balances now amounting to 
about $34,000,000. This money is in the Treas- 
ury and in Government depositories to the 
credit of disbursing officers and seldom falls 
below the present amount. Fourth, agency 
accounts made up mainly of postal revenues 
and subject to the draft of the Postmaster- 
General. This, too, rarely falls below $5,000, - 
000. 
These four items amount to $51,000,000 and 
if held by a bank could be safely loaned up 
to nine-tenths of the total sum. 

The Secretary will not hereafter deduct 
from his cash balance the sumto deposit in 
national banks nor the fractional silver coin 
on hand. He thinks there is no good reason 
why this should ever have been done. 

At the Cabinet meeting to-day it was de- 
cided to extend the 4% per cent bonds at 2 
percent. A special meeting of the Cabinet 
was held to-day forthe purpose of clearing 
up the official business prior to the Presi- 
dent’s departure to-morrow for Cape May.

ON THE BLACK LIST. 
Employes Who Took Part in the Central 
Railway Troubles. 


ALBany, N. I., July 2.—Trouble was de- 
picted upon the faces of the employes of the 
Central Hudson Railroad yesterday. Those 
who wore the careworn expression were 
men who went out at the time of the great 
strike last August, but were reinstated in 
their old places when the strike had been de- 
clared off. A rumor that their services 
will not be required after to-day was what 
was keeping the men ina condition of sus- 
pense. N 

When the strike was declared off by the 
Knights of Labor and the men who had quit 
were told to go back to their positions if 
they could, many were fortunate enough to 
sécure employment upon the road either at 
their old work or inferior positions. 

Now, so railroad men say, a list has been 
made out in New York to which ts attached a 
notice informing the men that those whose 
names are not upon the list may consider 
themselves discharged. 

One railroad man says he was informed that 
he was discharged, and that when he made 
application for a reason was told he was a 
striker last August. He promptly denied the 
fact but was informed exactly of the position 
he held in a certain parade of the Knights of 
Labor. Although these rumors could not be 
authenticated last night it is certain that at 
least eleven Greenbush railroad men will be 
out of employment to-morrow. The men say 
that their services were required to assist the 
company out of the complication in which 
the strike threw the railroad, but now when 
matters are straightened out only those who 
were not strikers will be kept at work. 

Supt. Vorhees was seen to-day at his 
office at the Grand Central Depot. He 
denied the truth of the re- 
port that the men who engaged 
in the strike of last August were to De dis- 
charged or that a black list had been made 
out. Vice-President Clark was also seen. 
He stated that most of the men who struck 
last August had already been discharged and 
if a list were made out of those who remained 
he could see nothing wrongaboutit. They 
bad no claim on the company. He, however, 
had no Knowledge of the alleged list and was 
not aware of any dismissals to be made at 
present. 

ILLINOIS MINERS.

FAILURE OF THE KEYSTONE BANK AND THE 
EMBEZZLEMENT 
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He Was Beaten, Kicked and Strapped Un- 
tigation. 


George Roberts, a Work · house inmate, at- 
Vem pted to escape from the cart in which he 
and other inmates were being taken to the 
sens of their daily labors on a city street- 
grading about 70’clock yesterday morning. 
After a long and exciting chase he was ro- 
captured, when, according to the testimony 
of ‘eye-witnesses, ne was subjected 
to clubbing, kicking and other pua- 
ishment . so brutal and murderous 
m nature thatthe guards inflicting it came 
perilously near being mobbed. They at last 
desisted, it is said, only because the people 
witnessing the ‘‘Work-house incident’ 
threatened to prosecute them for murder if 

e man died under their brutal blows, and 

appear against them in a body to testify to 
their unprovoked and unnecessary assault. 
So bloody was the prompt punishment meted 
out to the recaptured ‘‘Work’us bird’’ 
that the lady in the yard of whose resi- 
dence the man lay groaning under the 
blows fainted from horror, and the crowd 
gathered about her first begged and then 
threatened the guards to induce them to de- 
‘gist. The weapons used on Roberts were a 
base dall bat and a huge buckled leather 
strap, and the heavy boots of the guards. 


-All these were wielded with terrible effect, 


and when at last the bleeding and mangled 
prisoner was hauled to his feet and made to 
stagger to the cart waiting several blocks 
away there were many who stated 
their belief that Roberts would 
die from his injuries before night. 
Yet, without receiving any medical attention 
or having his wounds examined or dressed, 
the prisoner was made to work at hard labor 
on street grading all yesterday, returning to 
the Work-house at night with the rest of the 
gang. Again’he was taken out this morning, 
and is now at work, when there is but little 
doubt that common humanity entitles the 
man to a chance for his life by a lay off’’ 
under a doctor’s charge for treatment of the 
terrible injuries inflicted yesterday. 80 
strong is the feeling aroused by the treat- 
ment of Roberts, thatitis probable a com- 
plaint against the two guards recapturing 
him will be made by several witnesses, alleg- 
ing unnecessary violence in the act, ana sup- 
ported by a host of other witnesses to the 
scene. : 

Should this be done there willat last arise 
an opportunity to bring into the light the de- 
tails of a system under which it is alleged the 
Work-house is made a ‘‘hellon earth,’’ and 
which has before this reached the point of 
possible criminality in maltreatment of 
Work-house inmates. 

THE ESCAPE FROM THE CART, 

The brutal affray of yesterday is described 
by the many who saw it almost without a 
shade of difference in their stories. It oc- 
curred in the back yard of Mrs. Strauss, wife 
of Butcher Strauss, at 3810 Missouri 
avenue. The chase had, however, extended 
from the corner of Jefferson avenue and 
Miama streets, three blocks away, and had 
taken the fugitive and his pursuers down 
Indiana avenue and then through an open 
gate back tothe alley running between In- 
diana and Missouriavenues. In this distance 
there had gathereda tremendous crowd of 
people living in the neighborhood, all of 
whom witnessed the final clubbing, kicking 
and strapping of the recaptured prisoner. 
Roberts was one of a ‘‘street-grading gang“ 
of fifty men now working at 
the corner of Nebraska avenue and Henrietta 
street, ander Foreman Adolph Renard and 
five guards, They go to and from their work 
in Work- house carts, twelve of which are 
used for this particular gang. Roberts, who 
Was serving a four and a half months’ term 
from April 6, on a $50 fine from a police court, 
seems to have grown desperate under his 
confinement, and yesterday morning 
just as his cart reached the corner 
of Jefferson avenue and Miami street 
he sprang to the street and made 
off under the guns of the guard. He was at 
once hotly pursued and the story of his flight 
and recapture can be told by eye- witnesses. 

THE FLIGHT AND RECAPTURE. 

Mrs. John Krump of 3504 Indiana avenue 
gays: 1 saw the man running down the 
street from Miama street. When he reached 
the open gate of Mrs. Regenaur’s house, No. 
8516, which stands back in the yard, he darted 
in there and ran past the house to the rear. 
Shorly afterward a guard came running in 
the same direction and also entered Mrs.

who seemed to be in the alley.

CLOSED ITS DOORS. 


The Joseph Baum Shoe Co. Makes an 
‘ Assignment. 


ONE OF THE PARTNER’S POKER-PLAYING 
ASCRIBED ASTHE CAUSE. 


Judgemnts Aggregating $87,300 Oon- 
fessed — Joseph Levy’s Flight and 
Losses Hurt the House’s Credit-—De- 
cisions Rendered by Judge Valliant— 
Wills Probated To-Day. 


Joseph Baum & Co., shoe dealers at Sixth 
and St. Charles streets, filed confessions of 
judgment in the Circuit Court to-day for 
$87,300. The firm is composed of Joseph 
Baum and Joseph Levy. The names of the 
parties who got judgment against the firm 
by consent with the amounts of the judg- 
ments are as follows: Lewis Hecht of Bos- 
ton, Mass., $13,972.90; Joseph Cook, St. Louis, 
$5,000 Simon Cook, St. Louis, 81, 276. 56; Abraham 
Kramer, St. Louis, Mo., $2,000; Alexander 
Frankenthal and Albert Frankenthal part - 
ners, A. Frankenthal 4 Co., St. Louis, Mo., 
$2,650; George D. Colburn, Charles Colburn 
and Edward Fuller, Colburn, Fuller 
& Co., St. Louis, Mo., partners, $7,431.77; 
Zetta Baum, St. Louis, $2,507.21; Isaac Tieter, 
St. Louis, $2,187.77; Simon Sternberg, St. Lou- 
is, $6,618. 83; Simon Epstein, St. Louis, 515, 298. 76 ; 
Commercial Bank of ye egy $24,482.50, and 
Bernard Hysinger, St. is, $4,000. The in- 
debtedness is for notes, bills of exchange, 
Grafts and checks. 

Mr. Baum left his office as soon asthe store 
was closed, took the Fourth street cars and 
went to nis home, No. 1819 Rutger street. He 
refused to see all callers. A group of discon- 
solate employes, who had had no warning of 
the catastrophe, and who saw a dismal 
Fourth of July approaching, stood around 
the closed doors most of the afternoon. 

the most intimate business friends of the 
firm were not surprised bythe failure. The 
concern had been known to be in deep water 
for two years. In May, 189, Mr. Baum made 
a statement to his Eastern creditors showing 
assets of $232,000 and liabilities of $114,000. 
Since that time the firm has had 
several severe blows. One of the most 
injurious was the disappearance of Joseph 
Levy, the interest partner of the concern, 
who fied to St. Joseph in August, 1890, leaving 
behind him heavy losses at cards at 
the Harmonie Olub. The stories were 
probably much exaggerated, as the sitting at 
the card table when the money was said to 
have been lost did not go beyond twenty-four 
hours, but the tales undoubtedly hurt the 
credit of the firm. The past year has beena 
dull one in the boot and shoe business. 
and there have been several heavy failures 
in the East. Ashort time ago Mr. Baum ad- 
mitted to one ot hiscreditors that the rm 
had justheld itsown duringthe year, but 
that statement was not given implicit cre- 
dence, and stories of the firm’s insolvency 
got into circulation and hastened the failure.

Rienish Prussia Swept by a Destruct- 
ive Tornado. 


THIRTEEN DEAD BODIES FOUND IN THE 
CREFELD DISTRICT. 


The Streets of Brunswick Filled With the 
Wreckage of Houses — Nine Persons 
Drowned by a Water-Spout in Austria 
~Each Hour To-Day Adds to the Ex- 
tent of the Disaster. 


BERLIN, July 2.—A terrible storm of thun- 
der, hail, rain and wind passed over a large 
part of Germany last night, causing 
immense damage to property and loss 
of life in the villages of Suchtel- 
len, Rade and Sittard. in the 
Crefeld district, also near Dusseldorf the 
storm was especially sevére and the thunder 
and lightning terrific. [Many houses were 
completely wrecked and the inmates buried 
in the ruins. 

Thirteen bodies have already been re- 
covered. Army pioneers have been sent to 
the scene of disaster to aid in the work of 
rescue. It is yet too soon to form any esti- 
mate of the total number of lives lost. 

At Brunswick the storm assumed the pro- 
portions of a cyclone, and the inhabitants re- 
port last night as being one of the most ter- 
rible in their experience, 

This morning the streets are filled with 
wreckage ; houses were demolished and others 
badly damaged, while many thoroughfares 
are turned into minature rivers. 

In the neighborhood of Sprottau, in Prus- 
sian Silesia, the hail was so large that the 
grain in the fields was literally cut to pieces. 

At Sanct Ruprecht near Gratz, the capiatl 
of Styria in Austria, a water spout burst over 
the town with fearful force sweeping away 
the cabins of two peasants. Nine were 
drowned, 

Every hour is adding to the story of disaster 
and but few places in the path of the storm, 
seem to have escaped. 


RoME, July 2.—Dispatches from Naples give 
meager details of a terrible accident which 
occurred yesterday on Mount Vesuvius by 
which a Brazilian traveler lost his life. 
Another Brasilian was rescued with difficulty. 
Mount Vesuvius, it has heen recorded, has for 
some months past been showing signs of ac- 
tivity at intervals. Within the last week or 
so, however, Vesuvius has been somewhat 
quieter, but yesterday tenewed signs of ac- 
tivity were notied and travel- 
ers were warned that it would 
be advisable not to ascend tothecrater. In 
spite of this warning two Brazilian travelers, 
accompanied by a guide, determined to make 
the ascent. They did so, and reached 
the top of the mountain in safety. 
There they were noticed to be 
standing near the crater gazing 
into its mysteries. Suddenly the whole party 
was enveloped by a dense cloudof sulphur- 
ous smoke which sostupefied the travelers 
that one of them reeled about for 
a moment, then staggered forward and 
fell head foremost: into the crater. 
The guide who accompanied the 
two Brazilians hadin the meantime caught 
hold ofthe second traveler and half dragged, 
half pushed him into a position where the 
crater fumes could not affect him, thus sav- 
ing the traveler’s life, 


AN IOWA CYCLON E. 

Boone, Io., July 2.—Dispatches received 
here report a cyclone at Gray, Audubon 
County, yesterday evening. A large number 
of houses in the track of the 
storm were destroyed and a num- 
ber of people injured. One man is

“ Mal, Powell's Views—The Sea Increas- 
ing in Extent, . 


San Jose, Cal., July 2.—A gentleman, who 
has just returned the region Of the new 
inland sea says: ‘‘The wonderful lake that 
has formed in Oalifornia is the result of an 
earthquake, Ihave just returned from the 
scene of the great flood that covers many 
thousands of square miles of the alkali lands 
from three to eight feet deep, I had unusual 
opportunities to observe the water’s ravages. 
Two terrific earthquake shocks shook all 
southern Oalifornia last Monday morning. 
They first were felt shortly before 8 o’clock. 
The motion was from south west to north- 
east. There were two distinct periods last- 
ing about twenty seconds, the first period 
being the more severe. With some Yuma 
IndiansI had been hunting on the coast range 
of mountains just to the west and south of 
the great Oalifornia. On the night of the 
earthquake the party camped in a conyon 
midway between Salton, our nearest’railroad 
pointand the shores of the Pacific Ocean, 
about five miles distant from either. The 
earthquake was felt @with fearful distinctness 
in the mountains. It was preceded by a 
loud rumbling, as of thunder, and then came 
a slow upheaving of the ground and a drop- 
ping back with a violent shock. A half 
dozen similar motions followed, each one 
more violent than the last, and succeeding 
each other so rapidly that the movement can 
be likened to nothing but the rockingofa 
cradle on an uneven floor. Theshocks were 
followed by intervals of a few second 
of calm, during which the sounds 
of crashing rocks could be heard in 
all directions. Thencame another wave of 
the earthquake of even greater oscilating 
motion. One of the Indian guides was made 
violently sick. Assoon asthe quaking had 
ceased the sounds were distinguished that 
continued several seconds. Ohief among 
these were the crashing of rocks as they were 
dashed to the bottom of the gorge from the 
adjacent mountain sides and the peculiar 
straining sound as if the mountains them - 
selves were being rent in twain. 

WONDROUS CHANGES WROUGAT. 

The canyon where the camp was pitched 
Was a very dry place on Saturday evening, 
but at daylight, about one hour after the 
earthquake, water appeared everywhere on 
the ground as if a heavy rainfall had oc- 
curred. The water, however, had 
a drakish taste, showing that it 
could not have comé from theclouds. One 
of the Indians after breakfast reported that 
some great changes had taken place in the 
appearance of the mountains, and pointing 
to the southwest there was seen a huge 
gorge, apparently fathomless, and which, he 
said, was never seen there before. The 
earthquake had done this, he said, and sim- 
ilar but smaller rents were seen in other 
places, all caused by the early morning con- 
vulsions. All along the route towards Salton, 
which the party reached about midnight, 
were indications of a violent upheaval, and 
pools of water were seen in many places that 
before were known to be dry springs. At 
Salton, which is 263 feet below the sea level, 
a panic existed. When we reached there 
the great desert had been nearly entirely 
flooded since that morning. A flood had been 
experienced the two days before, but it was 
from an overflow from the Colorado River, 
which is just now very high. This river is 
separated from the desert land by a high 
bank of sand nearly two miles wide, but 
whenever the Colorado River overflows the 
the water sweeps through this bank and par- 
tially foods the great basin. Nothing like 
the present flood was ever known, however, 
and no such * nog of water as now threat - 
ens to engulf the alkali lands could have 
come from the Colorado. 

PROOFS OF THE THEORY. 

The conclusion is inevitable, based upon 
the experiences in the mountains alaeady re 
lated, that the water now steadily covering 
the low plain comes from the Pacific Ocean 
through some . ,gigantic opening in 
the coast range of mountains that 
was created by the earthquake of 
Sunday night. Further proof of this may be 
found in the fact that the water now steadily 
encroaching on the salt plains, has a seeming 
tidal motion from the southwest, the waves 
lapping flercely against the southern side of 
the tracks ofthe Southern Pacific Rallroad. 
Additional proof of the oteanic origin of this 
flow is found in the inland sea ofa small 
smelt of 4 species only found in the waters of 
the Pacific. Strangely enough, ho one at 
Salton or anywhere in the flooded region 
connects the flood with the earthquake or 
attaches any significance tothe proximity of 
the Pacific Ocean. All seem to think that the 
food came from the Colorado River over. 
flow, as if a sea of water sixty or eighty mies 
long and twenty to forty miles wide, ranging 
in depth from a few inclies to eight ‘and ten 
feet, cotild ha ve spread through a two - mile 
wide range of dense sand in a period of three 
days. The water comes from the Pacific 
Ocean and its ofigin is due to the terrific 
sarthquake of Sunday morning last. 

THE SEA ENLARGING. 

When the correspondent left Salton yester- 
day hoon the water was still steadily rising 
and shows ho prospect of any dimifishment. 
The great salt mines, lying about five miles to 
the west were already under water, and the 
track was belig washed away.

How Martin Beckman Pal U 
a Saloon License, © 


THE SPIRIT OF THE LAW VIOLATED IN A 
SHAMEFUL War. ‘ 


Five New Signers to Beckman’s Petition 
Secured by the Deeding of a Small 
Piece of Property to as Many Different 
Persons—Mr. Gilbert Says the License 
Will Be Gontested. 


Saloonkeeper Martin Beckman has ob- 
tained his license andthe manner in which 
it was procured furnishes an interesting 
story. A Poser - Drerarch reporter called this 
morning on Collector Ziegenhein and the 
latter explained it in this way: 

MR ZIEGENHEIN’S DEFENSE. 

„Tes, said he, ‘‘Beckman has obtained 
his license. Hereis his petition, which was 
presented yesterday. Iatonce sent it over 
to the Assessor’s Office, where one of 
the clerks made an investigation 
and checked off the names of those who were 
taxpayers. There are twenty-five tax-payers 
on the block. Of the eighteen names on the 
petition fifteen are taxpayers and so there 
was nothing for me to do but issue the 
license. If I had refused, Beckman 
might have obtained a writ of mandamus and 
compelled me to issue the license. 

Did I investigate whether the signatures 
were obtained within the proper time? Well, 
hardly. You see the duties of this office are 
sO nhumerous—there are sO many different 
Classes of things to be looked after, that it 
would de impossible for me to inquire into 
every slight detail of a petition. This office 
has shown no disposition to favor 
Beckman as against the 
holders who are fighting him. I have given 
every one allthe information they could de- 
sire about the matter. When it was reported 
to me that he was running without a license I 
sent our deputy out to investigate 
and dad bim prosecuted. As to 
how he obtained the signatures to his peti- 
tion is not my lookout. All L require is that a 
majority of the taxpayers ofthe block have 
signed the petition. I have acted Carefully 
in this matter and f any mistake has been 
made I will rectify it.’’ 

HOW THE SIGNATURES WERE OBTAINED. 

An examination of the books at the Retord- 
er’s Office revealed the secret of Beckmann’s 
victory. Up to Jane ® there were 
but nineteen tax-payers on 
the block, five of whom had signed the 
petition. By a deed recorded June 15 Joseph 
Frederick and wife conveyed to Chas. Blume 
forty-seven feet of ground on Park avenues. 
On June 80 Chas. Blume and wife conveyed to 
Alexander Lammers the same forty-seven 
feet of property. Lammers then turned 
round and by five deeds filed and recorded at 
10:80 o’clock on the morning of the 80th, con- 
veyed the aforesaid property, ten feet to 
Henry Griesedieck, five feet to Jos. Griese- 
dieck, five feet to Bernard Griese- 
dieck and ten feet each to Robert 
Bauer and Oharles Blume. This brought the 
number of taxpayers on the block up to 
twenty-five and six new signatures appeared 
upon the petition. Daniel Evans, a tax- 
paying resident who had not signed 
the first petition, sold his property to 
Philip Breunig, who affixed his signature. 
These, with the addition of the names of 
Caroline Heintz and Chas. Strasburger, 
brought the number of signers up to fifteen 
and the license was issued. A call at 
the Assessor’s office revealed the fact 
that Chas. Strasburger was not 
and never had been a taxpayer 32 his 
name is marked as such upon the ae in 
the hands of the Collector. Mr. Kiel 
says he signed the first petition, sad was 
anxious to withdraw his signature, and that 
he had not signed any petition since June 60. 

The property holders adverse to Beckmann 
are greatly incensed at the manner in which 
he has outwitted them,

THE COUNCIL DEADLOCK RESPONSIBLE

Doctors Who Were Not Reappointed and 
Whose Successors Have Not Been Se 
lected Giving Oonsiderable Time to 
Their Private Practiee— Must Put Up 
Fire Escapes—City Hall News. 


While the lawmakers and the Mayor are 
fighting each other over the appointments 
the city institutions are suffering for want of 
proper care and attention, and both the doc. 
tors in office and those who hope to be are 
more or less hurt by the delay. While the 
Mayor and the Oouncil have their horng 
locked over the Fire Chief and the Water 
Commissioner the other appointments are 
lying away ma committee box waiting until 
the fight is settled in some way or other. The 
Insane Asylum has no superintendent and 
the officer in charge has really no legal 
right to take the place and perform 
the duties of the superintendent. The 
institution is a dig one, and there are exam- 
inations to be signed, pay - rolls to be indorsed, 
employes to be hired and discharged, and a 
hundred other th to be done which are 
rightly the duty ofthe Superintendent. These 
em + are all 1 done by the assistant,

Indictments Found for Violating the 
Interstate Commerce Act. 


PROMINENT ST. LOUISANS INVOLVED IW 
THE LITIGATION. 


The United States Grand-Jury at Spring- 
field, m., Finds Three Indictments— 
J. B. X. Kehlor and M. Knight Sup- 
posed to Be Involved—A Discharged 
Clerk Causes the Indictments. 


Cuicaeo, III., July 2.—A dispatch from 
Springfield, ni., says: The United States 
Grand-jury has returned some indictments 
for violations of the interstate commerce 
law. It is said that among the victims are a 
prominent freight official of the Wabash 
road and a member of a big fiouring-miil 
firm of St. Louis, it being alleged that the 
road made rebates to the firmon flour ex- 
ported. Another person indicted is said to 
be an official of the Grand Trunk. 


The news that a St. Louis miller had been 
indicted caused no little commotion on the 
fioor of the Merchants’ Exchange, and there 
were a number who exhibited signs of nerv- 
ousness that would have led a suspicious 
observer to the belief that an indictment 
would have deen more unpleasant than sur- 
prising. 

THE PERSONS INDICTED. 
Gradually, hower, the opinion of flour 
men settled ond. B. M. Kehilor as the person 
against whom the indictment had deen 
found. There Were several indications that 
pointed to this conclusion. Six or seven 
weeks ago a United States Deputy Marshal 
appeared upon the floor of the Exchange in 
search of William O. Ellis, the Cashier 
of Kehlor Bros. He stated that he 
wisned to sérve a notice upon him 
to appear as a witness before the United 
States Court at Springfield, II. Mr. Ellis 
was not to be found, although he generally 
is Visibie both oh Change and in his office. 
Later, however, he appeared as a witness 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the general beliefis that his testimony 
had mu¢h to do with the indictment belfeved 
to have been found against J. B. M. Kehlor.

A MISSOURI PIONEER DEAD. 


Thomas Tobin in a Melancholy Fit Kills 
Himself at Pacific. 

Thomas Tobin, the pioneer settler of Pacif- 
ic, Mo., is dead. He cut his throat Tuesday, 
and died lastnight. He had lived in the 
place forty. years and for twenty-nine he 
had been engaged in the monotonous occu- 
pation of pumping water for the railroad 


engines from the Meramec River into the 
station tanks.

A sto is told of Tobin that concern Jay 
Gould. oyearsago Gould was traveling 
on the Frisco, and lost his hat in some way. 
When the train got to Pacific, the conductor 
asked Tobin if he could not get Mr. Gould a 
hat. ‘‘Ican,’’ said Tobin. There was no 
store inthe place, but the pumper went to 
his house and got a hat of his own, a high 
white felt one. Mr. Gouldtriedit on, found 
it fitted and offered Tobin $2 for it, 
intending to throw it away as 
goon as he got to some 
— where he could buy another. Tobin re- 

sed the money, saying it was the hat he 
was married in, and he wanted Mr, Gould to 
send it back. Gould probably forgot it, and 
after waiting a long time Tobin wrote him a 
letter. Mr. Gouldreplied with an apology, 
and paid the pumper a check for $10, saying 
that the hat had been lost. 

Tobin was economical and his heirs will 
divide several thousand dollars.
